Intense. 


Shanghai, Sept. 3.—Rival arm ies of 
General Chi Hsich and Lu Yung Hai 
aug, which have been facing one an­ 
other 30 miles from Shanghai 
for 
nearly a week, began an advance and 
scattered fighting is reported from all 
along 
the 
line. 
The 
situation 
in 
Shanghai is intense. 
There is great 
fear that General Chi’s airplanes will 
bomb the big military arsenal in one 
of the suburbs. 
Allied naval vessels 
In the harbor landed a force of 600 
marines, including a contingent from 
American warships. 
Prospects of a battle between Chi­ 
nese naval and land forces in the vi­ 
cinity of Shanghai have caused diplo­ 
m atic representatives of the United 
States, 
Great 
Britain, 
Japan 
and 
France, in Pekin, to formally notify 
’the Chinese foreign office there that 
such a military engagement was “un­ 
thinkable and could not be tolerated.” 
All passenger and freight traffic on 
the 
Shanghai-Nanklng 
railroad 
has 
been suspended. 
News of this left 
the entire community in a fever of 
expectancy. 
The 
Shanghai-Ilang 
'Chow-Ning Po railroad is still open, 
but is being devoted for the most 
part to military uses and the move­ 
ment of refugees, including mission­ 
aries, into the city. 
It is estimated 
that the native population of Shang­ 
hai has been increased 100,000. 
Dispatches from Nanking tell of the 
continued 
movement 
of 
reinforce­ 
m ents from Chihli southward, includ­ 
ing 
cavalry 
and 
several 
airplanes. 
The 
movement of troops, It is re­ 
ported, has involved the ferrying of 
railroad coaches across the Yangtsze 
for the first time in Chinese history. 
American. British. French and Japa 
nese warships are being assembled 
here and will 
be 
prepared 
to 
act 
swiftly in the event they are called 
upon to protect their respective na­ 
tionals’ commercial and trade inter 
eats. now menaced by danger of hos­ 
tilities between military forces com­ 
manded bw two provincial governors. 
The situation here is attributable to 
an intense rivalry which has existed 
for a year or more between Generals 
Chi Hsieh-Yuan and Lu Lung-Hfiang, 
m ilitary 
governors, 
respectively, of 
Kiangsu 
and 
Chekiang, 
adjoining 
provinces. 
A conflict between them, 
it Is feared, would tend to throw other 
provincial forces into the struggle.

Columbus, Sept. 3.—Announcing he 
was “tired of the persecutions of the 
A ntisalo o n league employing 
state 
agencies to accomplish its purpose,” 
Sheriff Frank Holycross tendered his 
resignation to the county commission­ 
ers, effective Oct. I. 
The sheriff has been the target of 
numerous 
charges 
of 
misconduct 
since 
his re-election 
to office two 
vears ago. 
A new set of accusations 
nowr in the hands of Governor Dona­ 
hey, his trial in common pleas court 
and his appearance before common 
pleas judges, as well as several other 
attem pts 
to compel action 
against 
him. were all charged by Holycross 
to the Anti-Saloon league. 
Animosity 
of the league, he said, has been direct­ 
ed against him because he refused to 
make certain political appointm ents 
desired by that 
body. 
The sheriff 
said; 
“I am not quitting under fire. 
I am 
confident that I could beat the new 
charges as I have beaten the others. 
I have defended myself several times 
and come out with flying colors. 
I 
can 
see 
no 
gain in continuing the 
fight. 
I can’t afford it. 
I would have 
only 
three 
m onths 
longer in office 
anyway and to defend myself in a 
new trial would cost me several thou­ 
sand dollars. 
I h a v e come to the con­ 
clusion that my enemies 
have 
said 
everything 
they could 
possibly say 
against rn#*, without 
proving 
their 
charges, and that it is not worth my 
while to carry on any further.” 
Sheriff 
Holycross 
declared 
that 
comparative records will show that 
since he has been in office he has 
done more active work in law enforce­ 
ment 
than 
any 
sheriff 
in 
Ohio. 
“I shall continue to enforce tin* law 
as long as I am in office.” he said. 
Tt is not known 
what 
effect 
the 
Holycross resignation 
will have on 
disposition of charges in the hands 
of Governor Donahey, who is spend­ 
ing a brief vacation 
on 
the Great 
Lakes. 
It is said that th e n a t u r e of 
’he charges m akes it probable that 
they will be dropped. 
It 
is under­ 
stood that they made no charges of 
a criminal nature, such as were in­ 
corporated in accusations made the 
basis of indictments still pending

derstand the fundamentals

sacred duty of every American is to 
study and reflect 
upon it.

means a better citizenship, and upon 
the character of our citizenship de­ 
pends the perpetuity of our republic.*

Police Reporter Is 
Now Youngest Rabbi 


Aged Daughter Tells How 
Chief Robinson Foiled 
Black Hawk’s Plan. 


Chicago.—Linking the Indian village 
of Chicago with the present industrial 
metropolis there 
Is an old 
Indian 
woman now living on the forest pre­ 
serve who unites the period when 
Black Hawk visited her home to the 
year 1924. 
She is Mrs. Frank Ragor, daughter 
of Alexander Robinson, chief of the 
Pottawattamie, Chippewa and Ottawa 
tribes, who was In Chicago Just after 
the Fort Dearborn m assacre and later 
saved ail white settlers in this region 
from annihilation. 
The great chief died In 1872. and is 
buried in an Indian cemetery near the 
home of his daughter at the point 
where Lawrence avenue meets the Des- 
pl aines river. 
Perhaps the only piece of land in 
Illinois which has never been owned 
by a white man, and never will be, 
is the homestead of Chief Robinson's 
daughter, where uh© old woman now 
resides and which will become part 
of the forest preserve when she dies. 
It Is part of the two sections of land 
given by the government to her fa­ 
ther in 1829 for his work In the inter­ 
est of the whites. 
The coalition of 
the Indian tribes of this territory in 
their last endeavor to wipe out the 
whiten completely failed principally 
because Chief Robinson did not accept 
the offer of war made to him, but said 
nothing about it until It was too hue 
for the hostile Indians to get to­ 
gether. 
Talks of Black Hawk’s Visits. 
When the newspaper correspondent 
was Introduced to Mrs. Ragor she 
greeted him cordially and began to talk : 
with great good nature. She does not 
know her age, but must be about 
ninety years old. 
She Is thin and 
shrunken in appearance, and her long, 
lean fingers seem strangely unlike the 
fingers of a white woman. 
"I remember when Black naw k used 
to come to my father’s house.” said 
Mrs. Ragor, when asked to talk of her 
celebrated father. 
“He brought about 
twenty-five other members of his tribe 
with him. 
He was a big fellow, and 
very dark, very dark. 
That’s how 
he got his name of Black Hawk. 
His 
Indians danced and stayed around my 
father’s house for some time. 
'Those were the days that I enjoyed 
life. I had a good time when I was a 
girl. My father owned forty head of 
Indian ponies and I used to ride with 
the other chiefs’ daughters. And I’ll 
tell you I could ride a horse,” and

OTAMPING out tuberculosis is sav- 
^ Ing our babies’ necks. 
Tuberculosis may affect any part of 
the body. 
In former years, tubercu­ 
losis of the lungs wag called consump­ 
tion, because the lung tissue was con­ 
sumed or destroyed, and great cavi­ 
ties formed In these organs. 
Tuberculosis of the skin was called 
lupus, or wolf, because the skin be­ 
came reddish brown, like a wolf’s 
coat 
Tuberculosis 
of 
the glands 
was 
called scrofula. 
In England, it was 
for centuries called King’s Evil, be 
cause it was believed that It could be 
cured by the touch of the king. 
So 
thousands of scrofulous children were 
brought to the king for cure. 
Some of these children recovered or 
improved, because they were carried 
by their parents for days or even 
weeks from their homes all over Eng­ 
land to London and so got fresh air 
and sunlight, which they never would 
hay© had otherwise. 
But It wasn’t the klng*8 touch that 
cured them. King William of Orange, 
who, with his wife Mary, ruled Eng­ 
land from 1688 to 1702, was the last 
English king who touched for the dis­ 
ease and evidently he had little faith 
in his ability to cur*. 
To one man 
whom he touched he said, “God give 
you good health and better sense.” 
After Koch discovered the germ of 
tuberculosis In 1882, It was found that 
scrofula in the glands, lupus In the 
akin, and consumption in the lungs 
were all different forms of the same 
disease. 
For twenty years more, sur­ 
geons treated scrofnla by removing the 
diseased, 
broken-dewn 
glands 
and 
draining the 
abscesses 
which 
had 
formed. 
This left ugly scars. 
Tubercular glands In the neck were 
common In all hospitals, dispensaries 
and surgical clinics. 
Then it was 
found that this condition was caused 
by milk from tubercular cows. 
This 
danger could be removed by pasteur­ 
ising the milk. 
Today, 95 per cent of the milk used 
In large cities is pasteurised. As soon 
as all the milk for our large cities 
was pasteurised, cases of gland tuber­ 
culosis began to decrease. 
Then our national and state agrlcuL 
tural departments started a systemat­ 
ic fight against tuberculosis in cattle 
and the disease decreased still mom. 
So now It Is comparatively rare. 
This Is not only a good thing for 
the cattle, but it la also a better thlag 
for our babies.
